Hut  there  was  something  distinctive 
about  tlic  cold  wave  which  is  the  sub- 
ject of  discussion.  The  particularly 
distinctive  feature  of  it  was  that  part  of 

it  was  divrrtcd  frmn  its  usual  rotirsr. 
Instead  of  bwccping  cabtward  and 
aovthward,  it  swept  westward  even  as 
far  3'  Vanc  Mivrr  Island.  If  the  Mast 
had  been  ad  bitltr  in  temper  when  it 
reached  thh  part  of  the  country  as.  it 
was  when  it  left  Iht-  part  of  the 
country  where  it  was  born  the  effect 
might  Wve  been  serious.   Evta  hi  its 

iiiMdififd  form  it  caused  a  rcrtain 
amount  of  discopifurt  and  some  in- 
convenience. The  flowers  that  were 
I  bloom  before  it  hoic  down  upon 
ihcni  with  a  shriek  of  triumph  are 
now  bowing  their  heads  aa  though 
stricken  with  grief  and  sofrow,  hut 
the  weeds  and  things  which  appear  to 
he  neither  tiscftti  nor  ornamental  arc 
li(  arinj;  thnnselves  as  bravely  as  ever. 
As  f.ir  as  ihey  are  concerned  there  is 
nut  Koing  to  be  any  period  of  sus- 
pended animation. 

An  authority  declares  that  a  period 
of  cold  weather  should  be  a  very  good 
thing  for  one  of  the  important  indus- 
tries of  this  part  of  the  world.  There 
has  been  no  frost  for  two  years.  The 
consequence  is  that  the  parasitrs  wfiirh 
infest  all  trees  and  shrubs  have  in- 
creased and  multiplied  exceedingly. 
Kroat  will  not  kill  all  the  germs  the 
liiiK^  and  tli<-  insects  leave  behind 
them,  but  it  destroys  some  of  them 
and  materially  assists  man  in  the  war- 
fare  he  wntrrs  ar^aiiist  them.  So  that 
while  a  cold  snap  is  not  particularly 
welcome  to  anybody  except  those  en- 
K'aRcd  in  the  business  of  supplying 
fuel,  its  general  effects  may  be  bene- 
ficial. There  is  good  in  everything, 
;ven  in  an  ill  wind. 


MAMTIIIB  ORIBVANCBS 


The  report  of  the  commission  wliuh 
lias  been  considering  the  somewhat 
distressful  case  of  the  M.irilitne 
Provinces  has  been  laid  before  i'ar- 
liament  for  its  nioi<t  serious  considera- 
tion and  delilierafe  action.  The  coni- 
mission  has  made  certain  suggestions 
which  may  be  difficult  of  realiaation. 

The  cMiimiission  has  reroniinendcd 
an  increase  of  the  annual  subsidies 
bestowed  upon  the  Provinces  by  the 
Hominion.  That  rci  ommendation  may 
k^c  accepted  because  it  is  entirely 
within  the  power  of  the  Dominion  to 
accept  it.  Mut  if  it  is  arrcptrd  it  is 
morally  certain  that  the  other  Prov- 
inces wilt  demand  that  their  annual 

subsidies  also  shall  he  increased,  and 
there  will  be  an  all-round  demand  for 
"better  tet'ms." 

The  ("oniniission  also  has  recom- 
mended that  there  shaUl  be  a  reduc- 
tion in  Railway  freight  rates,  for  the 
purpose  of  course  of  enabling  the  pro- 
ducers of  the  Maritime  Provinces  to 
dispose  of  their  products  at  remuner- 
ative (irices  Tile  Dominion  Goverr- 
nient  has  the  power  to  accept  that 
reeomnteiidation:  but  all  the  Western 
Pn.viin  es  arc  asking  for  reductions  or 
equalization  of  freight  rates  upon  the 
railways,  the  Railway  Commission  is 
at  present  considering  those  demands, 
and  the  poaition  of  the  Domiuion 
Government  must  be  a  somewhat  deli- 
cate.an^  difficult  oaa  under  the  cir 
cumstancei^ 

The  Commissir)n  has  further  siig- 
geatcd  a  system  nf  bounties  upon  the 
strel  produced  in  the  Maritime  IVov 
inccs.  The  Government  would  have  a 
precedent  for  accepting  that  sugges- 
tion, but  the  siii>porfers  of  the  <'.ov 
ernmcnl  from  the  West,  while  divided 
in  their  views  upon  some  subjcctB,  are 
a  unit  in  their  view^  upon  two  special 
subjects.  They  are  inflexibly  opposed 
to  Protection  in  any  form,  whether  in 

the  form  of  duties  upon  imports  or  i" 
the  form  of  bounties  upon  the  prod- 
ucts of  manufactories. 

The  most  interesting  snggestion  of 
lb«  Commitston  is  the  suggeition  that 
effort*  ahalt  he  made  to  secure  free 
entrance  to  i'  ■  m-  '  rt  ,  ,t'  •  I  nifed 
State*  of  fi»h,  paper  and  certain  other 
artkle*  produced  in  abundance  in  the 
Maritime  Provinces.

The  wheat  crop  at  406,000.000 
bushela  falls  a  little  ghart  of  that  of 
1921,  while  lowarlnv  of  irrada  oaoaed 
by  prolonged  wet  weather  flhds  com 
pensatlon  In  higher  prices,  so  that  the 
net  return  should  not  he  .substantial- 
ly reduced.  \'i<isslt  mles  of  >  llmatic 
conditions  are  in  the  way  of  nature, 
yet  it  can  be  said  that  these  are 
neither  more  fraquaat  nor  more  ex- 
treme la  Canada  than  elaewhare,  and 
that,  taking  one  year  with  another, 
tho  Canadian  farmer  the  countr>-  over 
has  little  ro.-i»on  to  complain.

The  railways  afford  fairly  accurate 
evidence  of  the  volume  of  buslnesn. 
thoujjh  not  neies.sarily  of  the  profll.s 
arisin*?  therefrom,  arid  applyint;  this 
tost,  the  deduction  Is  very  .satisfac- 
tory. Itoth  transportation  lines  have 
during  the  year  reported  increasing 
earnings  from  month  to  month,  the 
Canadian  Pacific  axperlendnf  one  of 
the  best  years  In  Its  long  period  of 
successful  operation,  and  the  Cana- 
dl;wi  .Valional  maklii;;  strides  towards 
oyercominK  the  dellclt  In  capital 
charge,  which  not  long  since  tmpoaed 
a  serioua  burden  upon  Federal  flnan- 
ces.  It  Is  trite  to  say  that  with  re- 
spect to  the  rallwaya,  to  enlarged 
production,  to  expansion  of  trade  and 
to  reduction  of  taxation.  Immigration 
Is  essential  and,  to  my  mind,  the 
most  important  factor  in  I'anad.i's 
(rrowth.  Almost  no  limit  can  he  sot 
to  the  prosperity  attendant  upon  an 
influx  of  people  commensurate  with 
the  absorbing  and  aaglmllatlng  power 
of  Canada.  Some  progress  In  this 
direction  has  this  year  been  made, 
aod  it  should  not  ho  a  vain  hope  that 
ere  lonK  tho  consoeialo  cfTort.s  of 
(iovernmotit  and  (irlvato  aRencles  to 
attract  to  this  country  deairabie  set- 
tlers from  abroad  will  bring  gratify- 
ing results. 

In  conc  lusion,  t'an.id.i  has  emerged 
from  the  shadow  of  nslrictoil  busi- 
ness, uiisntinfactory  e.irninxs  and  in- 
different balance  sheets  and  the  trend 
of  business  Is  now  distinctly  upward 
in  practically  all  lines  of  trade.  I 
cannot  see  any  Indication  that  this 
period  of  prosperity  Is  soon  coming 
to  an  and.

Our  business  continues  to  ex.iand  en 
safe  and  consrrvntlve  lines  and  is 
closely  sut>erv|soil  hy  our  local 
Siiporlntondont  of  Mexico  Branghea.

In  Ixindon,  new  Canadian  public 
Issues  have  again  oeen  negligible,  and 
apparently  thejte  la  no  present  proe- 
pect  of  an  early  ra-entranee  t9  that 
market. 

.\merlean  capital,  however,  con- 
tinues to  flow  into  Canada  like  .i 
bountiful  stre.im.  and  this  f\,ircssion 
of  Confidence  by  our  Kroal  next-door 
neighbor  Is  extremely  ;;rntlfv,nK.  The 
proceeds  of  *"a!i.idlan  putdi'-  loan-i 
sold  in  New  York  n  the  l  alepdar  year 
1928  to  date  were  t2&0.000,000.  while 
private  American  capital  newly  In- 
vested here,  although  unrecordeil, 
must  have  baan  flat  leas  than  $71,- 
000,000. 

From  a  purely  material  point  of 
view  it  makes  no  difference  whether 
the  espltal  that  develops  n.ir  re 
sources  comes  from  the  I'ni.o  l  Stai'r's 
of  elsewhere,  but  I  sha'l  not  bo  mis- 
understood if  I  s.iy  that  for  Empire 
reasons,  which  are  more  than  merely 
sentimental.  Canada  as  a  whole  would 
heartily  welcome  a  greater  Influx  of 
nntish  capital. 

One  of  tha  many  mtsforttinas  which 
Britain  and  tha  Empire  hsive  had  to 
face  as  a  result  of  the  War  has  been 
the  curtailment  In  the  Motherland  of 
exportablp  capita'.
